IMPORTANT CHANGES 
AT BALLSBRIDGE. 


whom 
PLANS FOR COMING 
WINTER. 


Changes are being made in the premises 
of the Royal Dublin Society at Balls- 
bridge, by which improved accommodation 
will be provided for social and artistic 
activities, and the appearance of the 
Merrion road frontage will be altered, 

Under a new rule of the Society, which 
allows membership for the ensuing year 
to take effect from the beginning of the 
winter session, there are now 600 candi- 
dates awaiting election. 


IMPROVED ACCOMMODATION. 


Next Monday, with the commencement of 
the series of récitals of classical chamber 
music, use of the new Members’ Hall for the 
winter programme of recitals and lectures 
will be inaugurated. Last winter the Societ 
was still using the Theatre Royal for recitals 
and the Hall of the College of Surgeons for 
lectures, At the same time, members, having 
lost at last such restricted accommodation as 
had Been left to them at Leinster House 
after the intrusion of the Dail, were still 
without much comfort in the resounding 
emptiness of the Ballsbridge buildings, so far 
as these could be used between shows. 

Now the Society’s entire operations have 
been concentrated at Ballsbridge, and pro- 
gress has been made towards the provision 
of comforts and conveniences for members 
exceeding those which were enjoyed at 
Leinster House. | 

The hall now called the Members’ Hall, 
is a reconstruction, with many changes and 
great enlargement of the former Art Indus- 
tries Hall, situated at the city end of the 
premises. The new stone front of the build- 
ing is much further forward. Between that 
hall and the main entrance to the premises, 
and having likewise an advanced is 
the walls of the new block of members’ rooms 
are to be seen already some feet above the 
ground. The new works, besides taking in 
space not hitherto built on, extend over the 
site.of the former general office, which has 
now disappeared. Aráin block of adminis- 
trative offices will be buf—again with an 
advanced frontage—at the other side of the 
main entrance, which thus will become re- 
cessed. The front of the entrance hall will 
be re-faced with stone, in due course, to 
match the new wing frontages. The members’ 
block now in course of erection will include 
a new entrance for members, which they will 
use for access to shows aa well as at other 
t@hes. A corridor will lead from the new 
entrance in one direction to the main hall, 
and the present members’ room next the 
balcony; and, in the other direction, past the 
new members’ rooms to the Members’ Hall. 

THE LIBRARY. 

For the present the Members’ Hall, when 
not required for recitals or lectures, will con- 
tinue to be the reading and conversation 
room and lounge. It is already the library. 
The two long walls are lined with shelves, 
which accommodate 50,000 books of the 
general library. The books are arranged for 
““open access,” and that the arrangement is 
appreciated and found to be far better then 
any that was possible at Leinster House is 
shown by the greater number of books now 
issued. Moreeaver. volumes which had not 
been taken out for many years have come 
into cireulation recently Shelves on the 
baleony of the main hall will continue to be 
used for the accommodation. of the ‘scientific 
and technical library of 30,000 volumes. 

When members who have not been at Balls- 
bridge lately arrive for the first of the musi- 
cal recitals next Monday, they will find a 
very fine concert hall, with a stage and plat- 
form at the end furthest from the roadway, 
and a lantern platform at the near end, Later 
on a film-projector will be installed beside the 
lantern. The hall, it is thought, will accom- 
modate up to 1,500 persons. The result of 
tests gives confidence in the acoustic proper- 
ties, and as there is no entrance direct from 
the Outside ‘the noise of traffic is not likely 
to penetrate to the hall. 

MUSICAL RECITALS. 

The first season at Ballsbridge will be 
made noteworthy by a series of musical re- 
citals that must be regarded as the most at- 
tractive ever arranged by the Society. The 
artistes engaged include  Moiseiwitsch, 
Phillipowsky, Solomon, Harold Samuel and 
Voura Guller as solo pianists; William 
Murdoch ‘as pianist, with Lionel Tertis, fore- 
most viola player of the day; Esposito and 
Twelvetrees, first as duettists, and later with 
John 8. Bridge in a trio recital; a new trio, 
the Pirani Trio; Jelly d’Aranyi, the violinist, 
whose first appearance in Dublin was an event 
of last season’s recitals; the Catterall String 
Quartet, again engaged for two dates; the 
Snow Quartet; and the Rose Quartet, which 
rivals the Lever Quartet in the esteem of 
musicians. This, indeed, is a ‘‘celebrity 
programme. In addition, an orchestra, 
under Dr. Larchet’s direction, will be heard. 

An innovation often urged on the Society, 
but deemed impracticab before, is an- 
nounced for this season. Four special evening 
recitals have been arranged. They will be 
given on one Monday night in every month 
of the season by the artistes who have per- 
formed on the same afternoon in the ordinary 
series. The first of these evening reci 
will occur next Monday, with Phillipow 
as the performer. At the next, in Decem ber, 
the Catterall Quartet will be the recitalists, 
thus figuring three times in the series. The 
other evening recitals will be given by Jelly 
d’Aranyi and Voura Culler.

ONCE A “ BOOTLEGGER.” 


A sentence of nine months’ hard labour 
was passed by Judge McElligott at Ennis 
Circuit Court yesterday on a young man, 
John O'Brien, convicted of house-breaking, 
violence and larceny. 

The prisoner had been charged with break- 
ing and entering four houses in the vicinity 
of Sixmilebridge, but on the direction of the 
Court he was found not guilty on three 
founts. 

In the case in which he was convicted, the 
evidence showed that, with three companions, 
he called at the house of an old man, Michael 
Naughton, at 2 a.m., on the morning of the 
8th March last, and demanded admittance. 
The old man inquired who was at the door, 
and received the reply “Police!” He 
admitted the party. All of them, save the 
prisoner, had their faces blackened, and 
carried short sticks. Whilst one acted as 
sentry at the door, the others searched the 
entire house, broke open boxes, tossed the 
beds, and stole sheets, tobacco, razors and 
a penknife. The prisoner struck the old man 
with a stick and blackened both his eyes. 

After two hours’ search the prisoner sat 

down and ate a home-made cake and drank 
all the milk in che heuse. 
“ He then informed Naughton that he had 
raided the wrong house, and insisted on shak- 
ing hands with him. When leaving he took 
two fresh candles, stating that he had orders 
to raid another hovse that night. It was not 
until some considerable time later that the 
Guards succeeded in tracing the prisoner to a 
house in a wood at Portane. 

When arrested he gave his name as O'Brien, 
from Ireland. Throughout the hearing he 
adopted an air of bravado. 

A long record of previous convictions was 
read out, including sentences in England 
and Northern Ireland, with a conviction in 
the United States for ‘‘ bootlegging.”’ “

The Right Rev. Monsignor McCaffrey. 
President of Ma th College and Pro-

speaking at ynooth yeste on _occa- 
sion of the conferring of B.A. reés on the 
students who had . successful at the 
Autumnal Examinations, 1925, referred to 
the fact that they were not ‘represented in 
Science and in i Ama Languages. 

Dr. McCaffrey was glad to note the high 
distinctions obtained by many of. the 
students, while, at the same time, he was 
more glad to note that out of a class of 
ciose on 70 students presenting themselves 
for the B.A. d , nota dingle one failed 
e noticed, however, wi 
some régret, that in two departments they 
were not represented. They were not repre- 
seried in Scteoce and in Modern Languages. 
About Science they need have no fears for 
the future, because many candidates—some 
of them excellent—were in training, and they 
would see the results at future conferring. 
But about the Modern Languages he must 
say that the future looked dark. © It was not 
that the College did not provide for Modern 

nguages in its curriculum; it was not any 
fault on the part of the professors—the 
trouble was that in the secondary schools, on 
which they depended for supplies, the 
Modern Languages had disappeared, or prac- 
tically disa peared, from their courses. 

“I think,” he said, “that it is disastrous 
for Irish edycation that the literature of 
the leading countries of Europe should be, 
practically speaking, a sealed k. What- 
ever is the cause of that, it is bad for the 
individual, it is bad for education and it is’ 
bad for the country.” . 

STEP IN WRONG DIRECTION. 

Proceeding, Dr. McCaffrey said that ‘a 
great many changes had been made in Irish 
education during the last thirty years—imany 
for the better—but he feared that in the dis- 
appearance of Modern Languages from 
secondary school courses they were taking a 
slep in the wrong direction. . Thirty years 
age every student entering that College had. 
a good reading knowledge, at least, of 
French ; many of them had a good reading 
knowledge, at least, of Italian, and a few 
of German. During the last couple of vears 
he did fot think five per cent. of the students 
entering the College were competent to* take 
up a University course in Frénch, Italian or 

rman. He méntioned’ that. because he 
thought it a matterewhieh should be taker’ 
into very serious consideration by those 
charged with drafting ‘the educational system 
oi the country.

Yesterday, at a general meeting oí the 
Dublin Chamber of Commerce, Mr. J. J. 
Walsh, Minister for ‘Posts and Telegraphs 
in the Irish Free State, gave an unofficial 
aceount of his stewardship. He claimed 
that there had been an all-round improve- 
ment in postal, telegraphic and telephonic 
services. Delivery of letters had been 
expedited and the hours of collection ex- 
tended. The number of telephone stations 
had been increased, and that particular 
branch of communication actually had 
yielded a profit.. Despite a rise in the 
cost of living, the deficit ón the work wf 
the department was reduced from 
£1,400,000 in 1922-23 to £540,000 last 
year. The Minister regretted that he 
could hold out no hope of a three 
halfpenny letter post. Only 40 per cent. 
óf letters handled in the Free State were 
business communications, and the greater’ 


‘part of the service was spread over a rural 


aréa where, in many cases, six days, of 
deliveries did net pay one day's wages. 
On the whole, Mr. Walsh made a good 
case, and he deserved the congratulations 
which he received. Nevertheless, there 
are certain improvements for which the 
public anxiously watches, The principal 
defect in the postal service is the irregular 
delivery of cross-Channel mails. Letters 
from England and abroad, which are landed 
from the boat at six o'clock in the morning, 
aré not delivered.in the Dublin’ suburbs 
in time to be read before business men 
depart for their offices—often, indeed, they 
aré sent out by afternoon deliveries. Such 
letters often miss the country mail trains 


and lose an unfiecessary day in reaching | 


the provinces. Delivery of telegranis 
remains somewhat erratic. It should 
not take two hours for a telegram. 
to reach a Dublin suburb from London, 
or an hour and thtee-quariers to reach 
the centre of Dublin from the town: of 
Wicklow. Telephone services are good, 
and may be expected to improve as a 
larger number of instrúments is installed 
and more adequate machinery is rendered 
profitable.

SQUADRON’S EXERCISES.

REMARKABLE ENDURANCE 
TESTS. 


From Our Own ConRRESPONDENT. 
LUNDUN, Wednesday. 

As the culminating exercise of their train- 
ing for this season, two of the long-distance 
hombing squadrons of the Home Defence 
Force recently carried out endurance flights 
between their home aerodromes, in Kent and 
Hampshire respectively, and, Leuchars, in 
Scotland. Both squadrons are armed with 
Vickers’ “ Virginia ”’ aeroplanes, equipped 
with two Napier “Lion” engines of 450 
horse-power each, and as this was the first 
occasion on which any attempt had been made 
to extend these bombers to the limit of their 
endurance. the results wére awaited with 
considerable interest. Five pilots left Man- 
ston at 2.55 a.m. on September 24th for 
Leuchars, and arrived at their destination 
at 9.20 a.m., no trouble having béen ex- 
perienced during the journey. The bombers 
maintained constant communication by wire- 
less with their home station throughout the 
flight. After a short stay at Leuchars the 
five aeroplanes left’ in company at 1 p.m., 
and arrived at Manston at 5.20, having ex- 
perienced no trouble of any sort on the way. 
The intention of the other squadron was to 
fly from Worthy Down, near -Winchester. to 
Leuchars and ir without refuelling. The 
operation took place on September órd, eight 
aeroplanes "being employed, and. although a 
strong northerly wind prevented the accom- 
plishment of the original idea by delaying 
the ‘first -part of the journey, two ilots 
reached Edinburgh, and returned to Win- 
chester; a third reached Edinburgh and re- 
turned to Bedford, while another reached 
Leuchars and returned as far as Spittlegate, 
in» Lincolnshire, before having to refuel. One 
pilot succeeded in remaining in the air for 
12 hours and 15 minutes with no special tanks 
and carrying a full crew.

stage. 

The plot then will pass. The dialogue, | 
however, is mediocre and exceedingly lacking 
in real humour, but every eye must have been 
delighted by the stage settings, and every ear 
charmed by the melodious music with which 
the play abounds. 

Mr. Asche is fortunate in having two. such 
invaluable collaborators as Mr. Cecil Aldin as 
designer, and Mr. Percy Fletcher as musiciam, 
and each shows unerring taste and skill.

THE CASUALTIES 


aENCH DEMANDS 
TO CHIEFS, 


BIG RANSOM. 


URTHER details of the scenes in 
Damascus after the bombardment by 
the French are related to-day by our 
correspondent in an uncensored despatch. 
He puts the casualties at between 2,000 and 
5,000, The Times Correspondent says that, 


while competent authorities have placed, 


them at about 1,200, they agreed that this 
estimate might easily be higher. In fact, 
considering the area involved in the shell- 
ing and bombing, there is a general agree- 
ment that the casualties among the 
populace must have been very high. It is 
doubtful, he adds, whether the real figure 
will ever be known. 

The Mohammedan sheiks have signed 
bonds for £100,000 ransom and for the 
delivery of 3,000 rifles. 

It is stated that the foreign Consulates 
have protested to the French regarding the 
vombardment, and are claiming big sums 
as compensation for the losses sustained by 
their nationals. 

LORD PLUMER’S REQUEST. 
\ Times message says that Lord Plumer, 
British High Commissioner in Pales- 
tine, has. asked General Sarrail for 
injormation on the situation, and has 
received the reply that no foreigner has 
sufiered during the recent disorders. A 
report is current, though official confirma- 
tion is not yet available, that the United 
States Government has made representa- 
tions to the French Government in regard 
to the situation in Syria, and the possible 
danger to American residents and visitors. 

[t is understood in Paris that M. 
Painlevé and M. Doumergue discussed the 
Syrian crisis yesterday. 

Later, in an interview, M. Painlevé said 
that, making allowance for the obvious 
exaggeration of the telegrams from abroad, 
it was clear that certain’ untoward inci- 
dents had occurred in Damascus which the 
Government was watching most closely.

IN THE FLAMES. 


A fire which broke out towards midnight

Many of the cattle had 
broken loose and trampled each other before 
perishing in the flames. e fariner’s wife 
and daughter released two drafts of calves 
and a flock of poultry.

A decrease of nearly £4,000,000 in the 
value of exports from the Free State in 
the first seven months of 1925, compared 
with the corresponding period of 1924, is 
revealed by the Trade Statistics for July, 
issued yesterday. The greater part of the 
decrease occurs under the head of “Live 
Animals.”

“Live Animals’’ is, therefore, £3,361,630. 
In addition, dead meat of every kind 
also shows a decrease. ! 

Butter exports also were less in value 
at £1,543,501, compared with £1,871,488 ; 
but eggs. were “up” at £2,237,943, 
against £2,164,586 ; and barley, malt, and 
oats exported were together valued at 
£210,143, nearly twice as much as in the 
corresponding seven months of last year, 
when they were £107,389. The large 
export of oats this year accounted for most 
of the increase in that group. 


THE FIGURES FOR JULY. 

In July itself the decrease in value of 
cattle exports was again pronounced, the 
export being £637,959, against £1,151,646 
last year. By number, 32,906 beasts were 
exported last July, against 60,532 in July, 
1924; while from 109,725 sheep, valued 
at £308,256, .he export in July of last 
year, we came down la.t July to 75,537 
sheep, valued “t £221,442. 

Pigs exported were only 3,805 in July, 
1925, against 6,446 in July, 1924; but 
they made better prices this year, and the 
value was down only from £18,767 to 
£16,104. 


EXPORTS AND RE-EXPORTS. 

The chart included in the return shows 
clearly - 3t exports and  re-exports 
generally in all the seven months of 1925 
have been lower than they were in the 
first seven months of 1924. In July, 
1925, exports were valued at £3,584,000, 
as compared with £4,191,000 in July, 
1924, and the figure for re-exports was 
also lower this July. The decrease in 
cattle exports, of course, accounts largely 
for the decrease in the monthly totals of 
exports this rear. 

As our imports.in July, 1025, were 
greater than those in July, 1924, while our 
exports were lees, the figure standing for 
the adverse balance of trade looks par- 
ticularly bad for July, 1025. It is 
£1,573,000, against £729,000 in July, 1924. 
There is some solace in remembering that 
imports in July, 1924, were exceptionally 
light after the heavy forestalling that took 
place.in the earlier months of that year. 


“ OTHER COUNTRIES.” 
Total imports in July, 1925, were valued 
at £5,232,000, against £5,029,000 in July, 


Britain was almost the same as in July 
of last year, at £3,508,948. The increase 
of £200,000 in the value of imports com- 
pared with July, 1924, is accounted for 
in the figure «{ £1,1€2,541 under the head 
of imports from “other countries," against 
£940,247 under that head in July, 1924. 
Imports amounting to £171,569 received 
from British India, against nothing under 
that head in July of last year, account 
for a large part of that crease. Imports 
were noticeably larger from Canada and 
Australia. The “other country ' that sent 
us most in July of both years was the 
Argentine, from which imports valued at 
£229,000 were received in July, 1925. Of 
the total of £1,182,641, imports from 
“other countries,’ ‘British Dominions 
(Canada, Australia and South Africa) and. 
British India accounted for £429,902. 
Out of £3,584,9230 total exports, only 
£71,602 stands for exports to countries 
other than Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland. The largest single figures are 
£13,971, value of exports to,the United 
States of America, and £12,876 to France. 


SURPRISING FIGURES. 

Into this bacori-producing country in the 
one month of July, 1925, bacon to the 
value of £179,491 was imported. The total 
for the seven months of the year was 
£1,506,979, against £1,470,131, . value oí 
bacon exported in the same period..

MR. WALSH REVIEWS 
THE WORK OF HIS 
DEPARTMENT,

” a lengthy address to the Dublin 


Chamber of Commerce yesterday, Mr. 
J. J: Walsh, Minister for Posts and ‘Téle- 
graphs, sketched in outline the work of 
his department since it was taken over 
by the Free State. The deficit in the 
working of the Post Office, he said, had 
been reduced from £1,400,000 to £540,000, 
although they were paying £70,000 for the 
increase of 10 points in the cost of living 
figure, and £120,000 for pensions. and 
gratuities under Article 10 of the Treaty. 
For the first time in the history of the 
country the telephone system had shown 
a profit, and he favoured concentration on 
the ielephone as the service most likely 
to benefit the business community. 

Mr. Walsh asserted that there had been 
an “all-ronund improvement in postal and 
cognate services, and further innovations 
and improvements were to be made. 

Replying to a member, who urged 
reduction of the letter postal rate frem 
2d. to 1ljd., the present rate in Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland, he said 
that the reduction would cost £250,000, 
ard he did not agree that it would lead 
to any appreciable improvement in the 
economic condition of the country. 

Mr. J. C. M. Eason said that, while they 
sympathised with the 
difficulties, the Chamber of Commerce 
would hold Mr. Walsh to his more or less 
definite promise that they were to hope 
that within a reasonable time the two 
sides of the Postal Department 's accounts 
would balance. 


MANY IMPROVEMENTS 
CONTEMPLATED. 


Presiding at a general meeting of the Dublin 
Chamber of Commerce yesterday, Mr. Wil- 
liam Crowe (President) said that to the pro- 
vision of an efficient postal, telegraph and 
telephone service business people attached 
very great importance. They did not pretend 
that these services in the Free State were 
periect, but ffom personal experience and 
rom what he had heard from others, an 
important branch of the service—the tele- 
hones—had been greatly improved of late.

The Minister for Local Government. an- 
nounced in the Dail last July that he was 
about to issue an order restricting the laden 
weight of all new motor lorries to 9 tons, and 
that these lorries already in use carrying 
loads exceeding that weight would be allowed 
to continue to use the roads, Lut they would 
be licensed and would have to pay special 
Wharges. “As such a restriction wéuld have 
had serious results on the transport. question, 
the Minister was approached and received a 
deputation which put bélore him certain 
recotmendations. 

The Minister had now. informed the 
Chamber that an order had been issued 
restricting the laden weight of new lorries to 
9 tons, except within the County Boroughs of 
Cork, Dublin, Limerick and Waterford. 
They knew that many Toca! authorities 
throughout the country had been pressing for 
even more drastic restrictions, and that the 
Roads Advisory Committee, which fully. in- 
vestigated the matter, recommended this 
restriction, but they stil! hoped that the order 
would only be of a temporary nature; that 
within. the course of a few years the Free 
State roads would be so improved that no 
such restriction would be necessary. Mean- 
while they considered that the area within 
which loads over 9 tons could be carried 
could be extended without hardship to anv- 
one. Many of the roads from the city to the 
townships were capable of bearing up to the 
legal maximum of 12 tons, 

GOVERNMENT DEPARTMENT'S 
ADMINISTRATION. 

Mr. Blvthe, the Minister for Finance, it 
was stated, had set up an Inter-Departmental 
Committee to inquire into the administration 
of Government, Denaréments with a view to 
reduction in expenditure, Rightly of wrongly, 
the business community and, indeed, the 
majority of the citizens of the country had 
felt that the Government! Departments were 
over-staffed. aud that there were many direc- 
tions. in. which swbstantia! savings. could be 
effected. They all hoped that the inquiry 
would result in a more efficient service being 
suvplied at a lower cost, so that some further 
relief could be given to the taxpayer. 

The Council earnestly hoped that the labour 
difficulty which had arisen in the Shannon 
scheme would be settled soon.

In endeavouring to effect further economies 
and improvements the City Commissioners 
could depend upon the utmost support from 
the public. 

He regretted that outside the building and 
allied trades, little progress was being made, 
and the higher prices as a result of the new 
tariffs had not helped to improve matters. 
The continued unsatisfactory position of the 
railways with high charges, owing. to the 
uncompromising attitude of Labour, largely 
a sounted for the lack of trade development. 
The long-drawn out quarrel between two 
rival Unions contending for mastery of 
Labour was also causing serious loss and in- 
convenience to traders and the public

WAR AN INIQUITY. 

Mr. R. J. P. Mortished, Assistant Secretary 
to the Executive of the Irish Labour Party. 

In doing so he 
felt disposed to say that if ever the Auditor 
happened to be unemployed they of the 
Labour Party might possibly find him a job 
as a “ propagandist.” 

He was particularly impressed by the 
Auditor’s stressing the fact that the curse 
of war was a cause of unemployment.

They were on the ‘eve of great economic 
changes, and the task of coping with them 
would not be an one, but one creating 
new problems for industrialists, for statesmen, 
even for Churchitien. ' 

MUTUAL GOOD-WILL. 
Instead of the de-emotionalising of their 
politics as' recommended by the Auditor, he 
wonld ‘substitute other = emotions—the 
emótions of faith, hope and charity; faith in 
ourselyes and in our country, in our own 
ability to develop our own resources wisely 
and well, in our own mutual good-will and 
in our own integrity ; hope in our own future, 
a Confident readiness to have done with 
old) methods and try new riments ; 
rity, a real and thorough loving kindness, 
ively appreciation of the difficulties and 
ardships of all our fellows, not a mere weak- 
rilled evolence in the mind and a polite 
jabiltiy reserved for listening to sermons 
Sundays and for confraternity and sodality 
meetings on week days. 

e Government had done something to 
deal with the problem of unemployment, but 
it had not grappled with it as it would 
grapple with a war or with a plague, or even 
a smaller scourge. It had not done 80, 
cause the people generally had not realised 
their collective responsibility and made the 
Goyerfiment realise it, The problem was not 
one for a vague abstraction called the State, 
or for a collection of evil geniuses called 
politicians. It was a matter for each one in- 
dividually. In putting themselves to the 
task they would have to scrap many ancient 
rejudices and abandon many cant phrases. 
They would have to abandon the belief that 
they could not find the money for useful 
work. They would have to drop the opinion 
that public expenditure must be cut down in 
times of economic depression. They would 
have to examine critically the assumption that 
high taxation hinders. produétion, and to ask 
whether, in fact, whether high taxation did 
not increase ¢onstmption, and through it in- 
creased healthy ptoduction. They would 
also have to consider without prejudice the 
measures suggested by the Auditor, control of 
credit; allocation of public work, efficiency on 
the part of the employer no less, but rather 
more than, on the part of the worker. 

THE GOVERNOR-GENERAL. 

The Governor-General proposed that the 
Auditor’s address be printed at the expense 
of the Society. He said that that seemed a 
simple proposition, but it was a time-honoured 
one, and recalled to his mind the fact that 
the Society was the Society of Henry Gattan, 
Edmund Burke, Robert Emmett and Tom 
Moore—(applause)—and even in the days of 
that great quartette he doubted whether ad- 
dresses as manly, as vigorous, as far-seeing 
and as piquant were ever delivered, exceeding 
those which they had heard that night. . He 
joined with Mr, Mortished, though perhaps 
in @ different angle, in muggesting that the 
Auditor would never unemployed. 
(Laughter.) Not even. the Labour Party, he 
thonght, could give him assistance, and he 
prophesied for him, from the wisdom, detail, 
courage, placidity and artistry of his language, 
a great career. If he left without sufficient 
appreciation of what the Auditor had said it 
was only to come to the remarkable address 
delivered by the Bishop of Cashel. He 
doubted that if the Bishop were to 
appear before the censors to an. Inquisition 
in the Vatican, any word he spoke would be 
disoroved by that great authority. He (the 
Governor-General) had heard him with 
fascination, and, he hoped, with approval. 
Tle must also mention the very remarkable 
address of Mr. Mortished. He had little 
doubt if it were possible for men of the _in- 
telligence, ability, broadness and good sense 
of the gentleman who seconded the Lord 
Bishop’s motion that night to come together 
with those who wielded capital, of the 
evaporation of trade disputes. 

“ Now, I am in the unhappy position that 
I dare not say a word,” said the Governor- 
General, amid laughter, ‘ but, of course, to- 
wards the end of one’s days one must do 
something to avoid purgatory.” The 
Auditor, he proceeded, had taken up one of 
the mest anxious subjects, a subject incom- 
prehensibly hardér than a ¢toss-word puzzle, 
and analysed it from ‘every point of view. 
What was more, he provided remedies, and 
the only defect in his remedies were that 
they were impossible. The Auditor wanted 
Armerica--as he understood him—to forgive 
the debts of France, of Italy, and, he sup- 
posed, of Germany. He did not know 
whether the Dai' s debt was to be forgiven. 
England, of course, was to forgive the debt 
which we owed her—so imsignificant that it 
might be called a mere pawnbroking transac- 
tion. That was the courage of youth, He 
could see Uncle Sam at the White House in 
Washington reading the Auditor's paper. 
Let it not be supposed, at the same time, 
that he minimised the importance of the 
Suditor's suggestions. - The Auditor had 
bro ght proklems beiore them, and he had 
brought them the solution of the generosity 
of youth. In the jurisdiction that he was 
sometimes sup to have (and sometimes 
not to have), he would like to touch on a 
wholly irrelevant topic. 

If they visited Germany they would find 
that there was no unemployment. Everybody 
was well dressed, and all were as keen as 
mustard. If one addressed them, as he had 
gone, in Dublin German, they would reply 
in Munstet Irish, What was the reason for 
this efficiency? Mr. Mortished said, practi- 
cally, that the trade of England was likely 
io be diminished. Now, the English had 
held us im thrall for many centuries by the 
simplest of all devices; they pretended that 
they were very stupid people and that we 
were very clever. That was the source of 
our oppression. Well, we were not the very 
clever people that the English were, and he 
did not believe that the grip that England 
had on the world’s markets would decline 
in their wealth or in their opportunities. 


NO GERMAN UNEMPLOYMENT. 
Coming back to Germany, he said that un 


many. The war of 18/0 was the war that 
ruined this country, not the war of 1914. 
From 1871 to 1878 the prices of land and oí 
produce soared. The miners of Northumber- 
iand used to play pitch and toss with 
sovereigns, coal was so dear, and in 1878 im- 
ports ot all kinds—flour, butter, cattle, eggs— 
devastated this country. The place where he 
used to live before he was translated to his 
present abode was @ flour mill, and the 
owner told him he shut up in 1883 because he 
found it was cheaper to send flour from 
Chiéaso to Dublin than from Chapelizod to 
Dublin. Therefore, they were dealing with 
economic conditions as to which no man was 
a master or philosopher. They talked about 
principles. Outside the Ten Commandments 
of the Law and the Church there were no 
principles, in his opinion--they were only 
notions. And when ‘they were told that these 
remedies could be applied to social evils, the 
terrible prophecy of our Lord always came 
to his mind: “The poor you have always 
with | you.” Our Lord was speaking an 
eternal truth, and he had never been able to 
get over it.

In the first year over £2,000,000 in deposits 
was received, and up to July, 3lst, 1 6 
total amount deposited was 23,860,000, show- 
ing a steady rate of investment despite trade 
depression. About £1,560,000 of thisamount 
was withdrawn up to the 3ist July last, leav- 
ing a net deposit of about 000 in 

,000 accounts, an average of £18 17s. for 
each depositor. 

When they took control of the telephone 
Service they had to commence with plant 
which was deteriorated and inefficient. This 
unsatisfactory condition was intensifiéd by 
the extensive destruction which took place 
during the political disturbances. Upon the 
restoration of ce the situation was dealt 
with energetically, and plant was generally 
renewed and increased. i 

In Dublin underground schemes of consider- 
able magnitude were in progress, and since 
1923 54 miles of conduit has been laid, 123" 
manholes and footway chambers constructed, 
94 miles of cable drawn in, 480 new distribut- 
ing poles had been provided, 36 additional 
trunk lines had been set up, and new main 
distributing frames for 10; lines at the 
Central Exchange, 3,200 lines at Ship street, 
and 6,000 lines at Merrion street had been in- 


s ; 

In 1922 there was one trunk circuit: be- 
tween Dublin and Cork and no direct services 
between Dublin and Limerick or Cork and 
Limerick. Now there were three trunk cir- 
cuits betwéen Dublin and Cork, two between 
Dublin and Limé@tick; one connecting Cork 
and Dublin, and when the traffic justified 
it another could be provided at once. “' In 
1923 a merchant in Cork complained that it 
took him 192 minutes to get a call to Dublin. 
The other day while I was in his office he 
got a call through in one minute.” 

It is expected that the first automatic ex- 
change, to which subscribers connected 
aah effect their calls without the interven- 
tion of operators, would be working in Dub- 
lin by end of next year. A_ Relief 
Exchange was. being installed in Merrion 
street to relieve the congestion in the Central 
Exchange, and to open up an area around 
Fitzwilliam, Leeson, Baggot streets, etc., 
which has been closed for some time owing 
to shortage of plant. 

A new exchange would be installed in 
Limerick early next year, and arrangements 
were being made for replacing the old ex- 
change at Cork by an up-to-drte equipment, 
and for greatly increasing the underground 
system. 

In March, 1922, there were 19,101 telephone 
stations, and rt the end of September last 
10,006 stations had been added. inci- 
pally owing to the depression in trade 7,347 
stations ceased operation during the same 
period, leaving a net increase of 2,750 
stations. The present total is 21,800 
stations, 

There were 194 exchanges ir the Sacrstat 
in March, 1922 Since then 127 new ex- 
changes, of which £0 have been opened 
since the beginning of the year, and 210 
telephone call offices have heen completed. 
There are now 762 call offices, as compared 
with 552 in 1922. 

PARTY-LINE TELEPHONES. 

The development of the '' party-line ” tele- 
phones w materially enhance the value oí 
the telephone to business men in the city, as 
it would widen their field of communication, 
and put them in direct touch with their 
country clients.

THE CENSUS BILL. 

ThéMinister of Finance moved the second 
reading of the Census Bill. He said that no 
census had been taken in Ireland since 1911. 
In 1921 a census was taken in Great Britain, 
but no census was taken in Ireland for rea- 
sons that were quite familiar to the House. 
Therefore, the information contained in the 
last census was much out of date. Consider- 
able changes had taken place during the port 
fifteen years owing to various causes, such as 
the great war, the troubles in Ireland, and, 
indeed, factors not. present to the minds of 
many people, such as the serious influenza 
epidemic a few years ago, as a result of 
which, it was stated, five thousand people 
died in Northern Ireland. 

He also intimated that it was the intention 
of the Government to issue an official year 
book for Northern Ireland similar to those 
issued by other communities. 

Mr. Kyle (Labour) welcomed the provisions 
of. the bill! which stipulated for a return of 
the number of ‘rooms in a house and the 
number of people in occupation. In this 
way they could find out if there was over- 
crowding and the state of housing accommoda- 


ion.
